Dave Bliss brought respect to Baylor in 
his first season, leading the Bears to a 14- 
15 record that signalled an eight-win 
improvement from the previous season. 
That improvement was one of the most 
dramatic in the nation in 1999-2000. 
Baylor also finished 4-12 in Big 12 action, 
tied for eighth in the league. 

The Bears season was highlighted by a 
season sweep of nearby rival Texas A&M 
and a first-round Big 12 Tournament win 
over Nebraska. 

Senior guard Tevis Stukes led Baylor by 
averaging 17.6 points per game and led 
the Big 12 in three-point field goals per 
contest. 


WOMEN’S BASKETBALL 


Despite losing 70 percent of the scoring 
and rebounding from the previous season, 
the Lady Bears were optimistic about the 
1999-2000 campaign. 

However, youth and inexperience 
(seven of 10 the players were under- 
classmen) proved to be a major hurdle 
as the squad finished the season at 7-20 
overall and 2-14 in the Big 12. 

Senior guard Mandy Hayworth and 
sophomore forward Danielle Crockrom 
each averaged 12.0 points a game to 
lead the Lady Bears.

After World War Il the Baylor Stadium 
Corporation was formed and began a cam- 
paign to build a stadium for the University. 
The corporation launched a bond sales 
program and was able to raise $1.5 million 
for construction costs. The Bears moved 
to Baylor Stadium in 1950. 

The first game played in the 50,000-seat 
stadium was September 30, 1950, a 34-7 
Baylor victory over the Houston Cougars, 
then, an independent team.

Prior to the building of Baylor 
Stadium in 1950, several play- 
ing sites were employed by the 
Bears. The first Bear football 
squad was formed in 1899, but 
no records are available to 
prove where the team played." 
Old newspaper clippings and 
yearbook articles only indicate 
the first three seasons were 
played on an extremely rough 
field close to the school. 

From 1902 to 1925, with the 
exception of 1906 when foot- 
ball was banned on campus 
because it was deemed too vio- 
lent, the Bears played most of their games 
at Carroll Field, an on-campus facility. An 
ne of number of games were played at 


the old Cotton Palace during this period. 

The Bears played at the Cotton Palace 
from 1926-29 before returning to Carroll 
Field from 1930-35. The team moved off 
the main campus for good in 1936 when it 
begal calling the newly built Waco 
Stadium home. Waco Stadium was 
renamed Municipal Stadium in 1942, and it 
was where BU played through 1949 except 
for a break from 1943-44 because of the 
war effort.

A series of bears 
have served as 
Baylor's mascot, 
but perhaps the 
best-known was 
Joe College, who 
came to Baylor through the work of Bill 
Boyd, then a Baylor student. Boyd bought 
the bear from a zoo that went broke at the 
Cotton Palace in Waco. He then 
approached Baylor's president, Pat Neff, 
and offered to take care of the bear in 
exchange for free tuition. Neff accepted 
the deal and the tradition of live bears as 
mascots has continued 


since. 

The current bear 
mascots appearing at 
games come from Bear 
Country USA, a drive- 
through wildlife park in 
South Dakota. They are 
rotated about every two 
years due to handling 
difficulties after the age 
of two and one-half. 

In addition to the cubs 
that go to the games, a 
larger, older bear is kept 
at the Hudson Bear 
Plaza on campus. The 
honor of training and 
caring for the bears 
goes to the Baylor 
Chamber of Commerce, 
a campus service orga- 
nization.

the "Bear Claw" hand signal and "Sic'Em 
Bears" yell. The initial student and faculty 
reactian to the yell and coinciding hand sig- 
nal, made by slightly curving all five fingers 
inward to form a bear claw, was mixed. 
The issue was a topic of hot debate, and 
their use was sporadic throughout the '60s 
until Grant Teaff arrived in 1972. Teaff ini- 
tiated a new era of Baylor football and the 
"Bear Claw" and "Sic'Em Bears" yell came 
to symbolize pride in Baylor athletics. 

In addition to being used during the yell, 
the "Bear Claw" is held up during the play- 
ing of Baylor's school song, "That Good 
Old Baylor Line." Football players tradi- 
hold up their helmets during the 
playing of the school song. 


"THAT GOOD OLD BAYLOR 


The alma mater of Baylor has been the 
rallying call to the school's thousands of 
students, ex-students and friends since 
shortly after the turn of the 20th century. Its 
present form,| however, is altogether differ- 
ent from the original one. In fact, its title is 
the only thing that has remained intact 
through the years. The now famous title 
was conceived in 1907 when a group of 
Baylor men, led by William B. Todd, bor- 
rowed a tune from a Broadway musical hit 
of 1902, a sprightly waltz number called "In 
| 


the Good Old Summertime." The text of 
that first pep-generating ditty embodies a 
dire threat to all gridiron foes, notably those 
of a sister institution of that time also locat- 
ed in Waco-the forerunner of Texas 
Christian University, then called Add-Ran 
College. Rivalry between the two student 
bodies was intense, hence, the Baylor 
men's threat to send their opponents home 
"done up in turpentine" after an encounter 
with the formidable Baylor "line." The 
words used in that first version have long 
since been abandoned. New words were 
written in 1931 by Enid Eastland Markham, 
a 1923 Baylor graduate. 


| 
THE GOLDEN WAVE BAND 


In 1902, 17 students pooled their talents 
to become the Baylor Cadet Band. The fol- 
lowing year membership increased to 28 
as the band, directed by Charles W. 
Parker, went under the auspices of the 
ROTC department. | 

The band remained a part of Baylor's 
ROTC until the end of World War 1, when 
the group reorganized and became known 
as the Baylor Bear Band. | 

Everett McCraken was appointed direc- 
tor in 1929 and initiated a new era of devel- 
opment for the Bear Band. The band 
became known as the Golden Wave after a 
10-day tour through Texas was made in 
new uniforms colored in gold. 

In the 1950s and 60s the band gained 
national prominence after being featured in 
the Orange, Sugar, Gator and Bluebonnet 
Bowls under the direction of Dr. Donald |. 
Moore. | 

The current Golden Wave Band, directed 
by Jeffrey Grogan, is marching nearly 300 
members. | 


THE BAYLOR LINE 

The Baylor Line is a spirit organization 
comprised of freshmen. Line members 
wear matching green and gold jerseys to 
home football games, and sit in a block of 
seats in front of the Baylor cheerleaders. 

The Line members leave the stands prior 
to kickoff to jog the perimeter of the field 
and form a line for the team to enter before 
kickoff.

Baylor University was chartered il 
by the Republic of Texas and is Texi 
est institution of higher education.

trolled by an all-Baptist Board of R 
and is operated within the Christian: 
ed aims and ideals of Baptists. It is 
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ed with the Baptist General Convention of 
Texas, a cooperative association of 
autonomous Texas Baptist churches. Its 
mission is to be an institution of higher 
learning where education may be gained 
under Christian influences and ideals. 

Baylor University assumes responsibili- 
ties traditionally associated with institutions 
of higher education: dissemination of 
knowledge, transmission of culture, search 
for new knowledge, and application of 
knowledge. The University strives to stimu- 
late students to think clearly and creatively; 
to develop in students spiritual sensitivity 
and a sense of Christian commitment to 
moral discrimination and action; to develop 
in students a sense of civic virtue and 
responsibility; to foster in students an 
appreciation of the role of the arts, sci- 
ences, and humanities in the development 
of culture; and to prepare students to use 
their knowledge in productive careers.

THE CONGRESSIONAL 
MEDAL OF HONOR 


Baylor University is believed to be the 
only school in America to have two former 
athletes win the Congressional Medal of 
Honor. Both men, Jack Lummus and John 
(Killer) Kane, won the nation's highest mili- 
tary honor for heroics in World War Il. 

Lummus played football, basketball and 
baseball for the Bears from 1938 through 
1941. He was an All-Southwest 
Conference centerfielder before signing 
with the New York Giants of the National 
Football League. 

After one year of pro football, Lummus 
joined; the Marines and was a platoon 
leader in the initial days of fighting on Iwo 
Jima. While leading a charge on enemy 
positions, Lummus stepped on a land mine 
and lost both legs. Despite the heavy 
bleeding that resulted, he led his platoon to 
knock out several pockets of Japanese fire, 
a vital part of the U.S. victory. 

Lummus died of his wounds shortly after 
the battle. 

Kane played football and basketball at 
Baylor and was a member of the ill-fated 
1927 basketball team that lost 10 of its 
members in a bus-train wreck. Kane was 
one of 12 survivors. 

Kane joined the Army Air Corps in 1932 
and soon became a bomber commander of 
legendary proportions. It was said he was 
the best pilot and toughest commander in 


the Air Corps. It was often debated who 
feared him more-the Germans or his own 
men. 

On August 1, 1943, Kane led what at the 
time was the deadliest air battle in history- 
a low-level, long-range bombing raid on 
Hitler's oil-refining complex in Ploesti, 
Romania. The site produced a major part 
of the Axis' fuel and was one of the most 
heavily guarded locations in history. 
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GRANT TEAFF 


Perhaps no individual is as responsible 
for advancing the cause of Baylor football 
as legendary head coach Grant Teaff. 

Teaff was hired to coach Baylor's pro- 
gram in 1972 when many people said the 
Bears should drop out of Division |. When 
the final gun sounded on the 1992 John 
Hancock Bowl - Teaffs last game as a 
head coach - he had accomplished one of 
the most distinguished coaching careers in 
history. 

Teaff finished his career 170-151-8 over- 
all in 30 years as a head coach. He was 
128-105-6 at Baylor, 83-74-4 in the 
Southwest Conference and 4-4 in bowl 
games. 

He was named SWC Coach of the Year 
six times and national coach of the year 
once. Не coached 16 first-team all- 
Americans and 83 all-conference perform- 
ers. 

Teaff finished his career as the nation's 
second-ranked coach for tenure at his pre- 
sent school, the fourth-ranked coach for 
SWC wins, third-ranked coach for games in 
the SWC, second-ranked coach for sea- 
sons in the SWC, sixth-ranked coach for 
wins by an SWC coach, ninth-ranked 


active coach for career wins and 20th- 
ranked active coach for winning percent- 
age. 

He coached 12 postseason all-star 
games, including the East-West Shrine 
Game, the Blue-Gray Game, the Hula 
Bowl, the All-American Bowl and the Japan 
Bowl. The other SWC schools went 
through 38 different head coaches during 
Teaffs tenure at Baylor. He coached

Teaff currently 
heads the 
American 
Football Coaches Association as the orga- 
nization's executive director. The AFCA is 
widely recognized as the game's driving 
force in terms of promotions, legislative 
matters, ethics and professional standards. 
And the organization's driving force is 
Coach Teaff. 

Teaff moved into his position as the 
"coaches' coach" after his highly success- 
ful 22-year stint as the head coach of the 
Bears. What Teaff has done with the AFCA 
has mirrored his accomplishments at 
Baylor.

“A lot of things facilitate what you do on 
offense, such as the number of years the 
players have been in the system - particu- 
larly when you've never seen them perform 
anywhere, much less in your system. 
Offensively, from day one, we've said that 
we have to be able to run the football phys- 
ically. Physically meaning that when we 
need to run the football, at any point and 
time in the game, we pick up the necessary 
yardage on the ground. We were not good 
at doing that in the 1999 campaign, so that 
was a major emphasis in the spring.” 

“We also need to throw the ball effective- 
ly. We've got to be better at running routes 
and catching the ball, our passes need to 
be more accurate, and we've got to help 
our guys find out what it is that they do 
best. We've already got a pretty good feel 
for that. We have the foundation in place, 
now it's just of matter of adding the building 
blocks on top of that foundation to accom- 
plish what we need to compete offensively 
in this Big 12.” 

“Ultimately, it comes down to being able 
to make first downs, score points and keep 
the time of possession on our side.” 


QUARTERBACKS 


Junior college transfer Greg Cicero (6-4, 
210, Jr.) claimed the top spot at quarter- 
back over Mike Odum (6-3, 239, Jr.) and 
Guy Tomcheck (6-4, 232, RFr.) with an 
impressive spring performance. 


RUNNING BACKS 

Darrell Bush (5-9, 194, Sr.) returns as 
Baylor’s tailback after finishing 10th in the 
Big 12 with 61.9 yards rushing per game in 
1999. 

Baylor also has the services of Elijah 
Burkins (5-8, 179, Sr.), who received a 
medical redshirt in 1999. He joins power- 
packed scatback Chedrick Ricks (5-9, 
201, So.) and Adrian White (5-11, 202, 
So.) to give the Bears some options in the 
backfield. 

At fullback, Baylor lost the services of 
Derek Lagway (6-1, 244, Sr.) after the 
senior was injured in an offseason motor- 
cycle accident. Stepping in to replace 
Lagway are dependable Melvin Barnett 
(6-0, 252, Jr.) and Jimmy Dalton (6-3, 250, 
So.). 


WIDE RECEIVERS 


Andra Fuller (5-11, 182, Jr.), who led 
Baylor with 26 receptions in 1999, had a 
productive spring and looks to shine at 
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flanker in 2000. He is backed up by Martin 
Dossett (5-11, 170, Sr) and Bobby 
Darnell (6-0, 183, So.). 

"Andra Fuller and Martin Dossett both 
have great speed and both played consid- 
erably last year." 

At split end, sophomores Randy Davis 
(5-9, 160, So.), Reggie Newhouse (6-1, 
195, So.) and Lanny O'Steen (5-11, 180, 
So.) will each vie for playing time. 

"Randy Davis did some good things for 
us last year and has the ability to hit the 
home run. Reggie Newhouse played well 
early as a true freshman. He's a big, phys- 
ical, possession-type receiver who has the 
ability to run good routes. 

“We need to have more consistency at 
this position than we did last year." 


OFFENSIVE LINE 


Baylor returns four of its five starting 
offensive linemen from a year ago, but only 
center Joe Jackson (6-3, 283, Jr) has 
stayed in the same position. 

Tyshaun Whitson (6-6, 293, Sr) has 
moved from right tackle to right guard, 
Greg Jerman (6-5, 280, Jr.) switched from 
left tackle to right tackle, while Ethan 
Kelley (6-2, 297, So.) has taken over at left 
tackle after spending last season at left 
guard. 

New to the starting offensive line is left 
guard Jon Erickson (6-6, 300, Jr.), who 
backed up a year ago. 

"Greg Jerman has gotten bigger and 
stronger since last season. Ethan Kelley 
played left guard very well as a redshirt 
freshman last season. He's a big, strong, 
powerful guy. Joe Jackson is a tough guy 
at center. He's very quick and very intelli- 
gent and did a great job for us last year. 
Tyshaun Whitson, who has worked on his 
quickness and footspeed and has made a 
lot of progress in that area, is moving inside 
to right guard after playing right tackle for 
us last season." 

Top reserves on the offensive front 
include tackles Derek Long (6-3, 312, 
RFr.), Luke Nichols (6-5, 299, Jr) and 
Chad Crady (6-5, 265, So), guards 
Derrick Pearcy (6-3, 306, So.) and Cedric 
Fields (6-4, 295, RFr.) and center Eric 
South (6-4, 260, RFr.). 


TIGHT ENDS 


The Bears have a three-way battle for 
the starting tight end spot. Andrew 
Obriotti (6-3, 239, Jr.) started six games 
last year, including the final five. But he'll 
be challenged by Anthony Dozier (6-5, 
241, Jr), who sat out last season after

We have to 
play with a reckless abandon and establish 
a personality on defense like they've had at 
Baylor in the past. This university has fin- 
ished among the national defensive lead- 
ers on numerous occasions, and we have 
to re-establish that. It can be done.” 


DEFENSIVE LINE 


Baylor must replace starters at three of 
its four defensive line positions. Ryan 
Gillenwater (6-1, 287, Jr.) and Kevin 
Stevenson (6-2, 280, So.) split time at 
nose tackle a year ago. This season, 
Gillenwater stays at nose tackle, while 
Stevenson, a second-team Freshman All- 
American in 1999, takes over at defensive 
tackle. 

Charles Mann (6-3, 240, So.) and red- 
shirt freshman Aaron Lard (6-2, 258, RFr.) 
are slated to start at left and right defensive 
end, respectively. 

Converted linebacker Eric Clay (6-1, 
235, Sr.), Whit Smith, Derrel Simmons (6- 
3, 246, So.) and Joe Simmons (6-4, 232, 
RFr.) provide depth at end, while Travis 
Hicks (6-3, 289, So.) and Demetrio 
Phillips (6-4, 289, Jr.) back up at tackle. 

“We've got some promise up front, we 
just have to get the attitude right and get 
them playing with a reckless abandon.”

Kevin is 
one of the best recruiters, and he will be one of the best 
head coaches ever because he can get anybody he wants.” 

Baylor Athletic Director Tom Stanton summed it up best 
when he introduced Steele to the Baylor family, saying, “l 
can't tell you how much Kevin Steele is a perfect fit for this 
institution, an absolutely perfect fit... People who know 
Kevin Steele know one thing: he’s the right man at the right 
time for the right university. 

“Kevin Steele is a man who is a professional and profes- 
sional with integrity. He knows football and he has a brilliant 
football mind. He is who we are at Baylor University. He 
represents and stands for what we represent and stand for 
in the mission of Baylor. He’s going to be an outstanding 
head football coach at this institution because he cares 
about the kids and believes in student-athletes. And while 
he knows a lot about football, he also knows about values 
and he knows about building character. He’s going to be an 
outstanding coach because he’s spent the last 20 years - 
half of his life - preparing for this moment.”

Smith made the leap back into the col- 
lege ranks in 1988 at Southern Methodist 
University. After a two-year stint coaching 
receivers and then running backs, Smith 
returned to Baylor to coach the secondary 
in 1990. Baylor’s secondary was ranked

Meyer was an instrumental pajt of 
Northwestern University's rise to nal|onal 
prominence in the mid 1990s, serving as 
the Wildcats' offensive coordinato} for 
seven years. While winning its sedond- 
consecutive Big Ten title in 1996, 
Northwestern's offense scored 336 points 
and 41 touchdowns, both ian xu 
school records. 

Meyer was part of a Wildcat staff Which 
led the team to Big 10 championships in 
both 1995 and 1996. Meyer's expli)sive 
offenses were showcased in the 1996 
Rose Bowl and the 1997 Citrus Bowl 

All-America and Heisman Trophy filialist 
Darnell Autry, first-team All-Big Ten |uar- 
terback Steve Schnur, Big Ten most [7alu- 
able player Lee Gissendaner and All- 
America receiver and Chicago Bears hird- 
round draft pick D'Wayne Bates are just a 
few of the Wildcats who enjoyed trenen- 
dous success under Meyer's tutelage. 

Meyer's history of success is not litnited 
to Northwestern. He began his coa(hing 
career in 1974 as an assistant foi)tball 
coach at Pomona High School in Атада, 
Colo. In 1980, Meyer moved to Arizona 
State University, where he was an ¢ffen- 
sive assistant working with receivers and 
tight ends for five years. During that |ime, 


he coached with current Baylor assistant 
Lonnie Hansen and was part of ASU's 
1985 Fiesta Bowl team. 

Meyer went to Wichita State in 1985 to 
coach quarterbacks and tight ends for two 
years. At WSU, he reunited with Hansen 
and also worked with current Baylor 
receiver coach Dale Steele. 

Meyer first became an offensive coordi- 
nator at Ball State, where he coached 
quarterbacks and receivers from 1987-89. 
There he utilized the talents of running 
back Bernie Parmalee, who went on to 
play with the NFL's Miami Dolphins. 
Meyer's Ball State offense also broke 
nearly every passing record in school his- 
tory and the Cardinals won the 1989 Mid- 
American Conference championship. 

Meyer moved on to serve as offensive 
coordinator and quarterback coach at 
Toledo for two seasons, 1990-91, and 
helped lead the Rockets to a share of the 
Mid-American Conference title in 1990. 

Meyer graduated from Thomas 
Jefferson High School in Denver, Colo., 
where he played quarterback in football 
and shortstop in baseball. He went on to 
graduate from the Northern Colorado in 
1974 with a bachelor’s degree in science. 
He lettered two years in baseball and was 
part of a UNC baseball team that played in 
the 1974 College World Series in Omaha, 
Neb., and finished fifth in the nation.

Baylor athletic director Feb. 23, 1996. 

The 49-year-old Stanton came to Baylor in July 1995 as the 
director of athletic marketing and promotions following a 22-year 
career with Word Inc., an international Christian communications 
company. 

Stanton held several positions at Word, among them director 
of telemarketing, vice president for marketing, vice president for 
operations, senior vice president for operations, executive vice 
president for finance and operations, and executive vice president 
for operations, direct marketing and international export. 

Word Inc. was acquired by Thomas Nelson Inc. in 1992, and 
in 1993 Stanton was named president of Nelson/Word Direct and 
Texas Operations. Stanton was responsible for three major divi- 
sions of the company. 

Stanton holds bachelor’s and master’s degrees in business 
from Baylor. He lettered three years in basketball and two 
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coaching perspective. He has hired such nationally-renowned

Stanton has also been instrumental in helping the university 
establish all-time football a tendance records with an average of 
40,542 per game in 1995. | Season ticket sales have increased 
each year, reaching 13,50! last year. Also, Baylor in 1995 set 
records for the largest hime opener crowd ever (42,327 for 
Oregon State) after setting the record for the largest crowd in 
school history (51,218 for Texas A&M) the previous season. 

Like ticket sales, both| memberships and donations to the 
Bear Foundation have risen each year. The Bear Foundation's 
annual contribution toward athletic scholarships has more than 
doubled since Stanton's ret ırn to his alma mater. 

Most Baylor fans wou d point to the university's rising for- 
tunes on the fields and courts of competition as Stanton's most 
important legacy.

In addition to his work|at Baylor, Stanton has been heavily 
involved in the Big 12 Tasl; Force, a group of several hundred 
community and civic leader: who are ensuring a smooth and suc- 
cessful transition for Baylor and Waco in the Big 12 Conference. 
During the 1997-98 school lear, he served as chair of the Big 12 
athletic directors and will plily a significant role in the conference 
strategic planning process. | 

Stanton and his wife, Kathleen, also a Baylor graduate, have

in baseball. He finished his basketball career at Baylor in 
1972 with 954 points. He won the team's Hustle Award 
three consecutive years, and as a junior he was second 
on the team in scoring behind all-America William 
Chatmon.

Since coming to Baylor, Stanton has guided the ath- 
letics deparment through an unprecendented period cap- 
ital improvements.

Clyde Hart, who is in his 38th year with Baylor athletics, holds

A former state champion high school sprinter in Arkansas, Hart 
still holds the Baylor record in the 100-yard dash and ran on an 
SWC champion 440-relay team that equaled the world record. He 
was also a member of BU's 880-relay team that won college 
track's Triple Crown, the Texas, Kansas and Drake Relays. 

He began his coaching career at Little Rock Central where he 
won five straight cross country and track state championships. 
Before coming to Baylor in 1963, Hart had coached Central run- 
ners to virtually every state record in Arkansas. 

The Bears have finished as high as third in the NCAA champi- 
onships three times (1985 indoor and outdoor and 1990 outdoor). 
In 1989, 90 and 91, the Bears were ranked by Track and Field 
News as the top collegiate relay team in America, based on sta- 
tistical rankings of all relays. 

Hart has coached 94 athletes to win all-America honors 314 
times. His relay teams have set American, collegiate, conference 
and junior world records at a variety of distances. 

Hart is well known for his tutoring of 400-meter runners. 
Included in his list of stellar pupils are eight-time all-America Mark 
Collins, former SWC record holder Zeke Jefferson, 10-time all- 
America Johnny Thomas and NCAA champions Willie Caldwell, 
Raymond Pierre, Michael Johnson, Deon Minor and 2000 NCAA 
indoor champion Brandon Couts. 

Hart's 1,600-meter relay, teams have won 10 NCAA titles since 
1985 and reached the NCAA finals 23 of the last 25 years. They 
have also won the Texas Relays nine of the last 13. In 1998, his 
Baylor team pulled off an unprecedented accomplishment by win- 
ning both the men's and women's 1,600-meter relays at the 
NCAA indoor meet. In 2000, Hart's team won the NCAA outdoor 
national championship. | 

In 1985, Hart was recognized by the Texas Sports Writers 
Association as the state's Senior College Spring Coach of the 
Year. The NCAA Track Coaches Association named Hart their 
1989 national indoor coach of the year, and he is that group's past 
president.

Administration of the 
circuit occurs through the Council of Faculty Athletics Representatives, 
Board of Athletics Directors and Board d} Senior Woman Administrators. 

Steven J. Hatchell became the cor ference's first commissioner on 
March 26, 1995. Dave Martin, Associat Athletics Director at Oklahoma 
State, replaced Hatchell on May, 9, 1998, and kept the conference on a 
solid path of devotion to student-athleti¢ism, a prominent role in national 
collegiate governance and fiscal respons ibility. Kevin Weiberg was named 
as the second fulltime Commissioner of ihe Big 12 Conference on Oct. 8, 
1998, and officially began his tenure on Dec. 4, 1998. Weiberg has made 
solid strides in the areas of conference g»vernance, television negotiations 
and contracts, emphasis on sportsmanship, and national collegiate athlet- 
ics' policy making since taking the post. 

The Big 12 took an initial bold step in |8 community service programs іп 
May, 1996, by adopting Special Olympic} as a primary philanthropy. Other 
charitable and community service orgaliizations such as the Lou Groza 
National Collegiate Place Kicker Award, NCAA YES Program and Best 
Buddies, to name a few, have the sponsbrship of the conference. 

Individual member-institutions have pljovided facilities for local, regional 
and national Special Olympics competition for years, but under the Big 12 
blanket, Special Olympians, their coachi}s and their fans have the oppor- 
tunity to interact as recipients of clinics al d other cooperative efforts in con- 
junction with Big 12 events. In August, 1€96, Executive Directors of Special 
Olympics in the seven-state area and B g 12 officials met and decided to 
promote the national movement throug) public service announcements 
aired to all 50 states and some overse#s' markets during Big 12 football 
and basketball games and on the weekly "Big 12 Showcase" television pro- 
gram. Although the Special Olympians (certainly benefit from the use of 
conference facilities and clinics, Big 12 #tudent-athletes, officials and fans 
gain almost as much if not more from th s partnership. 

Another innovative venture of the Big 12 is the development of the Life 
Skills Program and Academic Services, |vhich seeks to enhance the "total 
person" concept both on and off the field. Programs such as the Student- 
Athlete Advisory Committee, Spehial Olympics, NCAA Youth 
Neighborhood Sports, and the NCAA YI:S program of clinics and stay-in- 
school messages to youngsters are jusl a few of the life skills areas pro- 
moted by the Big 12. Student-athletes lay an active role in community 
endeavors such as hospital visits, youth school programs, enhance/eligi- 
bility information and anti-violence camr aigns, all promoted through local 
appearances and public service announements aired during Big 12 con- 
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tests. Activities such as these have helped the Big 12 raise the standard of 
excellence throughout the NCAA. 

Exposure is key in any endeavor of this magnitude, and the Big 12 has 
one of the most comprehensive regional and national telecast agreements 
in the country. 

ABC and FOX Sports Net combine to produce nearly 40 football games 
annually in syndicated, regional, national and prime time windows. The 
Conference dominates network television annually on the Friday after 
Thanksgiving with back-to-back national grid telecasts of Texas-Texas 

A&M and Colorado-Nebraska. 
ESPN and ESPN Regional provide regional 
over-the-air syndication, national cable and 
TM national network coverage of up to 90 men's 
basketball games per season as well as select- 
ed women's basketball special contests. 

The Big 12 is a mainstay in the ESPN line- 
up with the highest rated college basketball slot 
on "Big Monday." In addition to the highly suc- 
cessful syndicated package within the seven- 
state Conference region, ESPN Regional mar- 
kets 10 games annually to CBS and ABC for 
the Big 12. All 11 games of the Big 12 Phillips 
66 Men's Basketball Tournament are aired 
either regionally or nationally. Big 12 television 
coverage doesn't stop with football and men's basketball. FOX Sports Net 
relies heavily on Big 12 supplied programming of regular-season volleyball, 
and women's basketball while televising nearly 30 events per year. Big 12 
championships have a home at Fox Sports Net as well. No fewer than eight 
Big 12 Olympic championships are televised on either a regional or nation- 
al cable basis, and FOX Sports Net boasts one of the finest weekly colle- 
giate programs in the 40-installment "Big 12 Showcase." 

In all, the packages with ABC, FOX Sports Net and ESPN guarantee the 
Big 12 the finest intercollegiate coverage through the year 2003 with ABC 
for football television) and at least $159 million into the coffers of the mem- 
ber institutions. 

The Big 12 got off the planning boards and onto the field as Oklahoma 
claimed the inaugural conference championship in softball May 11, 1996. 
Big 12 football kicked off in grand fashion as Kansas State defeated Texas 
Tech 21-14 August 31, 1996, in Manhattan, Kan. The inaugural volleyball 
crown was won by Nebraska, and Texas edged Nebraska 37-27 in the first 
Dr Pepper Big 12 Football Championship Game to allow the conference to 
gain two Bowl Alliance berths and to bring à very successful 1996 to a 
close. The Huskers moved on after the '97 campaign to win their third 
national football title in four years. 

The Big 12 utilizes a North-South divisional format in football, with the 
two Oklahoma schools and the four Texas schools making up the Big 12 
South and the remaining six schools complete the Big 12 North. The 
champions of each division face each other in an electric showdown in 
early December to determine the Big 12 representative to the Bowl 
Alliance. Thanks to the high level of competition, the Big 12 was the only 
conference with two teams participating in the alliance in each of the first 
two years of the Bowl Alliance after the 1996 and 1997 football seasons, 
and Nebraska clinched the national title in the ESPN/USA TODAY football 
poll on Jan. 2, 1998, with a 42-17 victory over Tennessee in the FedEx 
Orange Bowl. In addition to an automatic berth in the Bowl Championship 
Series from, the Big 12 also has five other bowl agreements with the 
Southwestern Bell Cotton Bowl Classic, Culligan Holiday Bowl, SYLVANIA 
Alamo Bowl, Insight.Com Bowl, and Sanford Independence Bowl. 

On the basketball court as well as in the other 18 sports in which Big 12 
championships are contested besides football, the conference has no divi- 
sional format. The schools are split into the same scheduling matrices and 
play an intradivisional round-robin as each team plays every other member 
of the same area on a home-and-home basis. Each team also plays a 
member of the opposite area once to create a 16-game conference slate. 

In all, the Big 12 is home to more than 4,000 student-athletes on 209 
teams in the 21 men's and women's Big 12-sponsored sports.

Mike Singletary was the greatest 
middle linebacker in his era. A 
Southwest Conference Newcomer 
of the Year, three-time consensus 
All-SWC pick and two-time unani- 
mous All-American, Singletary 
also made the 1970-95 All-Quarter 
Century All-American Team. Dur- 
ing his career with the Chicago 
Bears, he was named All-Pro 10 
times and won the NFL Man of 
the Year Award, an honor based 
on the highest standards of play 
and community involvement. 


Baylor's Hall of Fame was organized in 1960 to recog- 
nize and honor persons whose participation and contri- 
butions enriched and strengthened the university athlet- 
ic program. All athletes are required to wait 10 years 
after they complete their eligibility before they qualify for 
the honor.

Although edged in the final statistics, coach Bob Woodruff's 
Baylor Bears won the first bowl appearance in the school's his- 
tory by defeating Wake Forest 20-7 in the second annual Dixie 
Bowl. 

Wake Forest, although gaining 277 total yards compared to 
Baylor's 212, fell behind 20-0 at halftime to the upstart Bears and 
could never seriously threaten the 6-3-2 victors. Bear defender 
George Sims recorded the game's first turnover when he inter- 
cepted a Deacon pass in their first possession and returned it 52 
yards to the Wake Forest eight-yard line. 

Sammie Pierce, who averaged 13.1 yards a carry against the 
6-3 Deacons, scored the first touchdown from a yard out and 
Jerry Mangrum scored from the same distance in the second 
quarter to give Baylor a 13-0 lead. The Bears increased the mar- 
gin to 20-0 off a 68-yard drive, highlighted by a Pierce 40-yard 
romp. Quarterback Ray Painter, who had attempted only seven 
passes during the regular season, passed the final 12 yards to 
Harold Riley for the score. Hank Dickerson added his second 
PAT for the day.
